To help researchers with this process, the 
RES offers the MERF & CITI Training courses. This instructional course will help 
researchers learn policy guidelines, what is required to meet the Minimum Educational 
Requirement Framework (MERF), and which training course is needed in their investigative 
roles. 


MERF & CITI Training for Researchers Course Schedule 

MERF & CITI Training for Researchers will be offered monthly beginning in 
November 2015. Ms. Thompson will provide attendees with policy guidance 
promulgated by the Research Regulatory Oversight Office within the Office of the 
Under Secretary of Defense for Personnel and Readiness (OUSD[P&R]). The course will 
cover: 

•OUSD(P&R) Assurance for the Protection of Human Subjects. 

•Minimum Education Requirements Framework (MERF) for DoD 
Personnel Involved In Human Subjects Research. 

•Collaborative Institutional Training Initiative (CITI) role-based training 
instructions for researchers who conduct, review, or approve research 
involving human subjects in compliance with the MERF standards set 
forth by the Assistant Secretary of Defense for Research and Engineering.
